In  most  cases  additional  or  improved  parts  have  been  purchased  for  these  machines,  and  this  list  can  he  con- 
sidered as  approximate  only.  The  ammonia  drum  or  cylinder  is  a container  of  the  ammonia  furnished  by  con- 
tract, and  unless  purchased  from  the  ice  fund  does  not  form  a part  of  the  Schuehle  machine,  being  returned 
when  a fresh  drum  of  ammonia  is  received.  The  Wood-Bailie  machine,  of  which  four  are  now  in  use,  has  an 
ammonia  drum  as  part  of  the  original  machine.
